Justin Trudeau sworn in as new prime minister

TORONTO (AP) — Jus¬ 
tin Trudeau was sworn in 
Wednesday as Canada’s 
new Liberal prime minister, 
promising a less controlling 
style of “government by 
Cabinet" after almost 10 
years of Conservative rule 
under Stephen Harper. 

The 43-year-old Trudeau, 
a former school teacher 
and member of Parliament 
since 2008, became the 
second youngest prime 
minister in Canadian his¬ 
tory. 

“Government by Cabinet 
is bock,” Trudeau said, 
vowing to have an open 
and transparent govern¬ 
ment. Power in Harper’s 
government was centered 
around his office. 

The new leader is the son 
of the late Pierre Trudeau, 
who served as prime minis¬ 
ter from 1968 to 1984 with 
a short interruption and re¬ 
mains one of the few Ca¬ 
nadian politicians known in 
other countries. 

Justin Trudeau mouthed “I 
love you" to his young fam¬ 
ily and his mother after be¬ 
ing sworn in. 

“I think of my father and 
how pleased he must be 
that Canada so firmly 
came together around 
an ambitious vision for the 
country that we present¬ 
ed,” Trudeau said. 

“But my thoughts today, 
sorry Dad, aren’t mostly on 
him, but with my own kids 
and the kids across Cana¬ 
da. We are going to work 
very hard to ensure we 
hove a better future.” 


The new prime minister 
now has the chance to 
restore his father’s Liberal 
legacy, providing a gen¬ 
erational change in the 
party’s leadership. 


Most of Trudeau’s Cabinet 
members are between the 
ages of 35 and 50. He said 
he’s appointed a Cabinet 
that looks like Canada. 
Former failed Liberal leader 
Stephane Dion, who lost an 
election for the party previ¬ 
ously, is the new foreign af¬ 
fairs minister while Toronto 
businessman Bill Morneau 
is the new finance minis¬ 
ter. Harjit Sajjan, a former 
Canadian soldier, Afghani¬ 
stan war veteran and po¬ 


lice officer, is the new de¬ 
fense minister. 

Women make up half of 
the Cabinet. Asked why 
gender balance is impor¬ 
tant is, Trudeau said: “Be¬ 


cause it’s 2015.” 
“Canadians from all across 
this country sent a mes¬ 
sage that it is time for real 
change, and I am deeply 
honored by the faith they 
have placed in my team 
and me," Trudeau said 
earlier in a statement. 

The Cabinet is scheduled 
to hold its first meeting in 
the afternoon and then 
face the media — a de¬ 
parture from the Harper 
era. Harper Cabinet meet¬ 


ings were held in secret 
and ministers never spoke 
after them. 

Trudeau talks often about 
“sunny ways” and ran a 
campaign with an optimis¬ 


tic theme. 

His youthful demeanor and 
enthusiasm also provides a 
sharp contrast with the so¬ 
ber and dour Harper, who 
stepped down as prime 
minister just ahead of the 
swearing-in ceremony. 
Trudeau and his wife and 
his new Cabinet arrived 
at Rideau Hall on a bus for 
the swearing-in ceremony. 
They waved to a large 
crowd as they walked up 
the grounds to the hall. □

North Korea: US action could open path to treaty 


LONDON (AP) — North Ko¬ 
rea says the United States 
needs to end its “nuclear- 
based threats and black¬ 
mail” and respond to the 
North’s recent diplomatic 
overture to formally end 
the decades-old Korean 
conflict. Fighting ended 
in 1953 without a peace 
treaty, leaving North and 
South Korea still technically 
at war. 

Speaking in an interview 
this week in London with 
Associated Press Television 


News, senior North Kore¬ 
an Foreign Ministry official 
Jong Tong Hak said a per¬ 
manent peace settlement 
on the Korean Peninsula 
first requires a North Kore- 
an-U.S. agreement. 
Discussing North Korea’s 
view of the root cause of 
tensions, he blamed what 
he described as “the U.S. 
government’s decades 
of hostile policies against 
the DPRK and its endless 
nuclear-based threats, 
blackmail and manipula¬ 


tive schemes.” 

North Korea’s official name 
is the Democratic Peoples’ 
Republic of Korea, or DPRK. 
He said Washington pro¬ 
vides “strategic nuclear 
weapons” to South Korea, 
“in other words the nucle¬ 
ar-powered aircraft carriers 
it always pushes (toward 
the DPRK) and the strategic 
nuclear bombers it always 
has flying in the skies above 
the southern part of the Ko¬ 
rean Peninsula.” Jong said 
a compromise to break 


the impasse requires de¬ 
cisive action by Washing¬ 
ton. “The issue of signing a 
peace treaty between the 
DPRK and the United States 
depends on the policy de¬ 
terminations of the U.S. ad¬ 
ministration,” he said, add¬ 
ing that Washington must 
“make a policy decision 
to respect our republic’s 
sovereignty and end the 
decades-long hostility be¬ 
tween the DPRK and the 
U.S. to guarantee peace in 
the Korean Peninsula. ”□ 


Moody’s warns of 
impact from slow 
China, US rate hike

LONDON (AP) — Rating 
agency Moody’s warned 
Wednesday that a slow¬ 
down in global growth 
linked to China and a rise 
in U.S. interest rotes are two 
key reasons why it could 
lower its credit grades for 
countries next year. 

Though the agency’s over¬ 
all view is that a “shal¬ 
low" economic recovery 
around the world should 
help shore up the ratings it 
assigns to countries, it said 
there’s potential for some 
downgrades in 2016 and 
that risks are “tilted to the 
downside.” 

In a wide-ranging report, 
the agency cautioned that 
a rate hike by the U.S. Fed¬ 
eral Reserve, which would 
be its first in more than nine 
years, could hit emerging 
market countries. Inves¬ 
tors have used low interest 
rates in the U.S. to borrow 
money to invest in higher- 
growth, riskier economies 
around the world. 

Moody’s said higher U.S. 
interest rates will create 
more uncertainty for coun¬ 
tries like Turkey, Tunisia, 
Venezuela and Argentina, 
that have in recent years 
benefited from foreign in¬ 
vestment. 

It does not, however, fore¬ 
cast a crisis in emerging 
markets. 

The agency also warned 
that a sharp slowdown in 
China would have “broad 
implications and negative¬ 
ly affect trading partners 
and economies that are 
highly dependent on com¬ 
modity exports.” 

China has been the main 
locomotive of the world 
economy over the past 
few years but its growth is 
now coming off the boil. 
Though its economy is still 
expected to grow about 
6-7 percent range in the 
coming year, that is much 
slow than in the previous 
few years. 

Jitters over China’s econ¬ 
omy have become more 
acute this year, notably in 
August, when global stock 
markets suffered one of 
their biggest routs since the 
dark days of 2008-9.Q

LONDON (AP) — Brit¬ 
ish and U.S. officials said 
Wednesday they have 
informafion suggesting 
the Russian jetliner that 
crashed in the Egyptian 
desert may have been 
brought down by a bomb, 
and Britain said it was sus¬ 
pending flights to and from 
the Sinai Peninsula indefi¬ 
nitely. 

Intercepted communica¬ 
tions played a role in the 
tentative conclusion that 
the Islamic State group’s 
Sinai affiliate planted an 
explosive device on the 
plane, said a U.S. official 
briefed on the matter. He 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because he wasn’t 
authorized to discuss intel¬ 
ligence matters publicly. 
The official and others said 
there had been no formal 
judgment rendered by the 
CIA or other intelligence 
agencies, and that fo¬ 
rensic evidence from the 
blast site, including the air¬ 
plane’s black box, was still 
being analyzed. 

The official added that in¬ 
telligence analysts don’t 
believe the operation was 
ordered by Islamic State 
leaders in Raqqa, Syria. 
Rather, they believe that 
if it was a bomb, it was 
planned and executed by 
the Islamic State’s affiliate 
in the Sinai, which operates 
autonomously. 

Other officials cautioned 
that intercepted commu¬ 
nications can sometimes 
be misleading and that 
it’s possible the evidence 
will add up to a conclusion 
that there was no bomb. 
British Foreign Secretary 
Philip Hammond said there 
was a “significant possibil¬ 
ity” the crash was caused 
by a bomb, and Britain 
was suspending flights to 
and from the Sinai resort 
of Sharm el-Sheikh indefi¬ 
nitely. After a meeting of 
the British government’s 
crisis committee, COBRA, 
Hammond said Britain was 
advising its citizens not to 
go on vacation to Sharm 
el-Sheikh, which is visited 
by hundreds of thousands 
of Britons a year. 
Meanwhile, Russian and 


Egyptian investigators said 
Wednesday that the cock¬ 
pit voice recorder of the 
Metrojet Airbus 321-200 
had suffered substantial 
damage in the weekend 
crash that killed 224 peo¬ 
ple. Information from the 
flight data recorder has 
been successfully copied 
and handed over to inves¬ 
tigators, the Russians add¬ 
ed. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron’s office said British 
aviation experts had been 
sent to Sharm el-Sheikh, 
where the flight originated, 
to assess security before 
British flights there would 
be allowed to resume. 
Several British flights due to 
leave Sharm el-Sheikh for 
the U.K. Wednesday were 
grounded, leaving hun¬ 
dreds of tourists stranded. 
Cameron's 10 Downing St. 
office said late Wednesday 
that the team’s preliminary 
report “noted that the 
Egyptian authorities had 
stepped up their efforts but 
that more remains to be 
done.” Downing Steet said 
it could not say “categori¬ 
cally” why the Russian jet 
had crashed. 

“But as more information 
has come to light, we have 
become concerned that 
the plane may well have 
been brought down by an 
explosive device,” it said in 
a statement. 

Cameron had discussed 


the issue of security at the 
Sharm el-Sheikh airport with 
Egyptian President Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi, who flew to 
Britain on Wednesday for 
an official visit. Downing 
Street said. 

The British disclosures were 
an embarrassment to el- 
Sissi, who had insisted in an 
interview with the BBC on 
Tuesday that the security 
situation in the Sinai Penin¬

The Metrojet flight carrying 
mostly Russian vacationers 
from Sharm el-Sheikh to St. 
Petersburg broke up in the 
air at an altitude of 31,000 
feet 23 minutes after take¬ 
off and came down in the 
Sinai desert, Russian offi¬ 
cials said. 

The plane crash site, 70 ki¬ 
lometers (44 miles) south 
of the city of el-Arish, lies in 
the northern Sinai, where 
Egyptian security forces 
have for years battled lo¬ 
cal Islamic militants. 

Two U.S. officials told the 
AP on Tuesday that U.S. 
satellite imagery detected 
heat around the jet just be¬ 
fore it went down. 

The infrared activity could 
mean many things, includ¬ 
ing a bomb blast or an en¬ 
gine on the plane explod¬ 
ing due to a malfunction. 
One of the officials who 
spoke condition of ano¬ 
nymity because they 
weren’t authorized to dis¬ 
cuss the information pub¬ 
licly said a missile striking 
the jetliner was ruled out, 
because neither a missile 
launch nor an engine burn 
had been detected. 

The Islamic State group 
claimed it had downed 
the plane because of Mos¬ 
cow’s recent military inter¬ 
vention in Syria against the 
extremist group, but el-Sissi 
dismissed that as “propa¬ 
ganda” aimed at damag¬ 
ing Egypt’s image. 

Douglas Barrie, military 
aerospace expert with the 
International Institute for 
Strategic Studies in London, 
said it was too soon to say 
for sure the cause of the 
crash but the “general sus¬ 
picion” that an explosive 
device was involved has 
been mounting. He said 
the British government’s 
decision made sense. 

“It’s a decision to err on 
the side of caution if it has 
been deemed possible 
that an explosive device 
was involved and there 
are concerns about the 
levels of security at the air¬ 
port involved,” he said. □

ROUND LAKE BEACH, Il¬ 
linois (AP) — A police of¬ 
ficer whose fatal shooting 
triggered a costly manhunt 
north of Chicago in fact 
committed suicide, care¬ 
fully staging his death be¬ 
cause he was about to be 
exposed as a thief, authori¬ 
ties said Wednesday. 

Police Lt. Charles Joseph 
Gliniewicz embezzled 
thousands of dollars from 
the Fox Lake Police Explor¬ 
er program for seven years, 
and spent the money on 
such things as mortgage 
payments, travel expens¬ 
es, gym memberships and 
adult websites. Lake Coun¬ 
ty Major Crimes Task Force 
Commander George Filen- 
ko said. 

“We have determined this 
staged suicide was the end 
result of extensive criminal 
acts that Gliniewicz had 
been committing,” Filenko 
said. 

Just before he died, Gli¬ 
niewicz radioed that he 
was chasing three suspi¬ 
cious men in a swampy 


Gliniewicz's death on Sept. 
1 set off a large manhunt, 
with hundreds of officers 
searching houses, cabins 
and even boats on area 
lakes. Helicopters with 
heat-sensing scanners and 
K-9 units scoured the area 
for days. Some 50 suburban 
Chicago police depart¬ 
ments and sheriff’s offices 
assisted, racking up more 
than $300,000 in overtime 
and other costs, accord¬ 
ing to an analysis that the 
Daily Herald newspaper 
published in early October. 
Filenko endured blistering 
questions from skeptical 
journalists about his han¬ 
dling of the two-month in¬ 
vestigation. 

“We completely believed 
from day one that this was 
a homicide,” Filenko said. 
“Gliniewicz committed the 
ultimate betrayal.” 

More than 100 people 
submitted to DNA tests 
as investigators sought 
matches to evidence col¬ 
lected at the crime scene 
— genetic tests that Filenko 
said ultimately found noth¬ 
ing. Asked on Wednesday

area near Fox Lake, a 
suburb north of Chicago.

posed by an audit of the 
Explorer program being 
conducted by a new vil¬ 
lage administrator. 

“If she gets ahold of the old 
checking account, im pret¬ 
ty well f(asterisk) (asterisk) 
(asterisk)ed,” the first mes¬ 
sage reads. 

He had deleted the texts, 
but authorities were able to 
recover them anyway. In¬ 
vestigators released some 
of them verbatim, but did 


not identify the people he 
sent them to. 

“This village administrator 
hates me and explorer pro¬ 
gram,” he said in another. 
“This situation right here 
would give her the means 
to CRUCIFY ME (if) it were 
discovered.” 

On Aug. 31, the day before 
he killed himself, Gliniewicz 
wrote that the administra¬ 
tor had demanded a com¬ 
plete inventory and finan¬ 
cial report on the program. 
As the case progressed, 
investigators were uncov¬ 
ering incriminating emails 
that Gliniewicz had sent, 
suggesting he felt his thefts 
were about to be exposed 
by an audit of the Explorer 
program. 

In a brief statement. Vil¬ 
lage Administrator Anne 
Marrin said the officer even 
threatened her person¬ 
ally after she began asking 
tough questions. 

Filenko wouldn’t say how 


much money Gliniewicz 
allegedly embezzled, only 
that it’s in the “five figures.” 
Marrin told the AP that the 
village didn’t know how 
much the program took in 
or spent, and also needed 
an accurate inventory of 
assets for insurance pur¬ 
poses. 

“That was the problem — 
we didn’t have any of the 
financials.” 

On Aug. 31, she asked 
again about the inventory. 
“I said do you have that 
and he said ‘yes ma’am. 
And I said, ‘good, can 
you have that to me at 2 
o’clock?’ And he said ‘yes, 
ma’am.’ 

Gliniewicz, 52, was a 30- 
year police veteran and 
expert crime scene inves¬ 
tigator, his boss said, and 
took elaborate steps to 
try to make it look like he 
died in a struggle, includ¬ 
ing shooting himself twice 
in the torso. □ 
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Gunman surrenders at San Diego complex; no injuries reported

SAN DIEGO (AP) — A gun¬ 
man in a rooftop apart¬ 
ment surrendered to police 
Wednesday after a more 
than five-hour standoff that 
interrupted air traffic at the 
San Diego airport. 

The domestic violence sus¬ 
pect with a high-powered 
rifle shot off numerous 
rounds inside his complex 
near the San Diego Inter¬ 
national Airport, prompting 
the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration to holt planes 
from landing os a precau¬ 
tion. 

The suspect walked out 
of the complex and was 
token into custody around 
2:30 p.m. — hours otter of¬ 
ficers swarmed the build¬ 
ing and exchanged gunfire 
with him, Son Diego Police 
Lt. Scott Wahl told The As¬ 
sociated Press. No one was 
reported hurt. 

The complex is under the 
airport’s approach path, 
and planes swoop low 
near the suspect’s neigh¬ 
borhood before landing. 
Departures were allowed, 
though their schedules 
were affected because 
there were no incoming 
flights.

— A student stabbed and 
wounded four people os 
classes got underway at a 
rural university campus in 
central California before 
police shot and killed him, 
authorities said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Two students, one staff 
member and o vendor 
were attacked of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Mer¬ 
ced, but were expected to 


officers responding to o do¬ 
mestic violence coll shortly 
after 9 a.m. of the com¬ 
plex in the trendy Bank¬ 
ers Hill neighborhood near 
downtown, Wahl said. The 
shots come “within inch¬ 
es” of striking the officers 
approaching the rooftop 
apartment, where the al¬ 
leged domestic violence 
victim lived, he said. 

The officers returned fire os 
they retreated. 

Authorities asked people 
in the area to stay inside 
and keep away from win¬ 
dows os they surrounded 
the complex. Schools in the 
area were placed on lock- 
down. 

Officers with assault rifles 
were seen running down 
the street, and gunshots 
were heard. Wahl said at 
one point the gunman was 
“shooting in oil different di¬ 
rections.” Wahl later said 
the suspect hod moved to 
on area of the apartment 
where he no longer posed 
o risk to air traffic. 

Tom Neu, who lives next 
door to the rooftop apart¬ 
ment, told reporters he was 
working at home on his 
computer when he heard 
o bong. He went to his 
balcony, sow o hole in the 
stucco wall that separates 
his apartment from the sus¬ 


pect’s, and called 911. 

For about 40 minutes, he 
cowered in his bathtub, 
talking to friends and co¬ 
workers on his cellphone. 
He said it was terrifying. 


“You’re thinking, ‘I might 
get shot and killed in my 
own bathtub,”’ he said. 
Neu heard numerous gun¬ 
shots and loud booming 
before o SWAT team come 
to his unit. Police gave him 


instructions over the phone 
on where to walk inside the 
apartment, and rescuers 
led him downstairs. 

Neu didn’t know the sus¬ 
pect but said the two ex¬ 


changed greetings in pass¬ 
ing. The suspect did not live 
at the complex, authorities 
said. 

Erik Corstensen was on a 
Southwest flight from Chi¬ 
cago that was diverted 


to on airport in Ontario, 
outside Los Angeles. Pas¬ 
sengers were told there 
was o security problem at 
the airport, but people on 
the Internet soon spread 


the news of the gunman. 
Corstensen said his wife 
was at the airport at the 
time. 

“I was a little worried for her 
until I learned he was not at 
the airport,” he said. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

Senate committee has 
launched an investigation 
into exorbitant drug price 
hikes by Turing Pharmaceu¬ 
ticals and three other com¬ 
panies, responding to pub¬ 
lic anxiety over rising prices 
for critical medicines. 

The Senate’s special com¬ 


mittee on aging requested 
documents and informa¬ 
tion Wednesday from Tur¬ 
ing, Valeant Pharmaceu¬ 
ticals and two other drug- 
makers already under scru¬ 
tiny for recent price spikes. 
Notably, the senators 
called for a face-to-face 
meeting with Turing Phar¬ 
maceuticals CEO, Martin 
Shkreli, “as soon as it is prac¬ 





ticable.” A former hedge 
fund manager, Shkreli has 
become the public face 
of the pricing controversy, 
after his company raised 
the price of the anti-in¬ 
fection drug Doraprim by 
more than 5,000 percent. 
The drug, which Turing ac¬ 
quired in August, is the only 
U.S.-approved treatment 
for a deadly parasitic infec¬ 


tion that can affect preg¬ 
nant women and patients 
with HIV. 

Turing said in an emailed 
statement: “We ore review¬ 
ing the committee’s re¬ 
quest and, as we have and 
continue to do with similar 
congressional inquiries, we 
look forward to having an 
open and honest dialogue 
about drug pricing.” 
Separately, Democrats in 
the House of Representa¬ 
tives called on their Re¬ 
publican colleagues to 
summon the Turing and 
Valeant CEOs to a con¬ 
gressional hearing and is¬ 
sue subpoenas to collect 
documents from their com¬ 
panies. Both firms have 
refused to turn over docu¬ 
ments requested by Demo¬ 
crats on the House over¬ 
sight committee. 

Valeant is already under 
investigation by several 
members of Congress for 
its general business strat¬ 
egy, which involves buying 
smaller drug developers 
and then jacking up the 
prices of their medicines. 
Both Turing and Valeant 
have also received mul¬ 
tiple subpoenas from fed¬ 
eral prosecutors seeking in¬ 
formation about drug pric¬ 


ing and other policies. 
Senators Susan Collins, 
R-Maine, and Claire Mc- 
Caskill, D-Missouri, said a 
hearing on the issue is ten¬ 
tatively scheduled for Dec. 
9. Collins chairs the aging 
committee and McCoskill 
is its ranking Democrat. 

“We need to get to the bot¬ 
tom of why we’re seeing 
huge spikes in drug prices 
that seemingly have no re¬ 
lationship to research and 
development costs,” said 
McCaskill, in a statement. 
She added that some of 
the increases resemble “lit¬ 
tle more than price goug¬ 
ing.” 

The committee also sent 
letters to Retrophin Inc. 
of San Diego and Rodelis 
Therapeutics of Alpharetta, 
Georgia. The lawmakers 
question Retrophin about 
its decision to raise the 
price of a kidney drug, Thi- 
ola, from $1.50 per tablet to 
$30 per tablet. Company 
shares tumbled roughly 13 
percent in trading Wednes¬ 
day to $18.90. 

The letter to Rodelis ques¬ 
tions the company’s price 
increase on a tuberculosis 
drug by more than 2,000 
percent to $10,800 per bot¬ 
tle. □ 


State Dept, rejects TransCanada request for Keystone delay

Kirby said there was no le¬ 
gal requirement for officials 
to suspend the review, add¬

Secretary 
of State John Kerry “be¬ 
lieves that it’s most appro¬ 
priate to keep the process 
in place,” Kirby said. 
Calgary-based TransCana¬ 
da asked the U.S. on Mon¬ 
day to delay consideration 
of the pipeline, the latest 
wrinkle in a seven-year 
quest for the project. 
TransCanada said it re¬ 
spects the U.S. decision 
and will continue its efforts 
to demonstrate that the

services companies grew 
at an accelerated pace in 
October as business activi¬ 
ty, new orders and employ¬ 
ment all strengthened, sug¬ 
gesting that the economy 
is building momentum from 
consumer demand in the 
final months of 2015. 

The Institute forSupply Man¬ 
agement said Wednes¬ 
day that its services index 
climbed to 59.1 last month 
from 56.9 in September.

The figures raise the pros¬ 
pect that consumer spend¬ 
ing will anchor growth 
during the October-De- 
cember quarter at a time 
when manufacturing, hurt 
by global economic turbu¬ 
lence, has slowed. The gap 
between how the ISM mea¬ 


sures services and manu¬ 
facturing has reached its 
widest point in roughly 14 
years. 

The stronger dollar has 
hamstrung the exports of 
U.S. goods by making them 
more expensive abroad. 
Lower oil prices have also 
led energy firms to halt drill¬ 
ing activity. These setbacks 
led the ISM’s manufactur¬ 
ing index to fall to 50.1 last 
month, meaning that fac¬ 
tory activity is barely im¬ 
proving. 

The dual ISM reports high¬ 
light “the two-speed econ¬ 
omy where manufacturing 
continues to run at an un¬ 
impressive pace while the 
services side of the econo¬ 
my shows signs of strength," 
said Bricklin Dwyer, a senior 
economist at BNP Paribas. 
New orders at services firms 
rose to a reading of 62, up 
from 56.7 in September. 


ADP Survey: US businesses 
added 182K jobs in October

American businesses add¬ 
ed a solid but unspectacu¬ 
lar 182,000 jobs in October, 
according to a private sur¬ 
vey. 

In a report Wednesday, 
payroll processor ADP also 
revised September job 
creation down to 190,000 
from an originally reported 
200,000. 

American consumers are 
spending at healthy levels, 
encouraged by increased 
job security, low energy 
prices and improved fam¬ 
ily finances. But manufac¬ 


turers have been hurt by a 
strong dollar and econom¬ 
ic weakness overseas. ADP 
reported that factories 
shed 2,000 jobs in October 
on top of a loss of 17,000 
jobs in September. 

“We suspect the strength 
of the dollar remains a 
constraint on factory pay¬ 
rolls, along with lower pe¬ 
troleum prices negatively 
impacting on oil drilling 
and related equipment," 
Raymond Stone of Stone 
McCarthy Research wrote 
in a research report. 

The government will issue its 
official jobs report for Octo¬ 
ber on Friday. □

Egypt’s president visits Britain to discuss terror and trade

LONDON (AP) — Egypt's 
president defended coun¬ 
ter-terror legislation that 
has sparked human rights 
concerns, arguing his coun¬ 
try needs stability and time 
to achieve o democratic 
future and should not be 
judged by Western stan¬ 
dards. 

Abdel-Fottoh el-Sissi batted 
away questions on prison¬ 
ers and restricted freedoms 
in o BBC interview aired be¬ 
fore his first official visit to 
Britain on Wednesday. He 
said his goal was to carry 
out the will of the people. 
“Over the post five years, 
we hove experienced tur¬ 


bulence and revolution. 
We wont some stability,” he 
said. “We don't wont to do 
this by force or suppression. 
We wont to regulate and 
organize society." 

El-Sissi led the July 2013 mili¬ 
tary ouster of former Islamist 
President Mohammed Mor- 
si. 

Since then, the govern¬ 
ment has waged o sweep¬ 
ing crackdown on Morsi's 
Muslim Brotherhood. Thou¬ 
sands of political detain¬ 
ees ore behind bars, and 
human rights activists soy 
the measures enshrine o 
permanent state of emer¬ 
gency in Egypt. 

“You talk about human 
rights in Egypt, but what 


about the millions of Egyp¬ 
tians who face hardship 
every day? What about 
their human rights," he said. 
“Our friends in the West 
should know that we face 
monumental problems. ... 
It's not just o matter of hu¬ 
man rights from the West¬ 
ern perspective.” 

The visit is meant to focus 
on advancing political 
and economic coopera¬ 
tion. Britain is Egypt's single 
largest investor and the trip 
will include meetings with 
representatives from Brit¬ 
ish companies to discuss 
enhanced cooperation in 
transportation, energy and 
infrastructure. 

Cameron and El-Sissi will 


also discuss terrorism at o 
moment of heightened 
tensions following the crash 
of o Russian plane over 
the Sinai. Islamic State mili¬ 
tants have claimed they 
“brought down” the air¬ 
craft to avenge those killed 
os o result of Moscow's re¬ 
cent air campaign in Syria, 
which is supporting Islamic 
State group adversary Pres¬ 
ident Bashar Assad. 

El-Sissi deemed the claims 
to be “propaganda” and 
insisted that Egypt and the 
Sinai are safe. 

But the visit has raised hu¬ 
man rights concerns in 
Britain, and protests are 
planned by groups such 
as the Campaign Against 


Arms Trade, which has 
called for an end to arms 
sales to Egypt. 

Opposition Labour Party 
leader Jeremy Corbyn said 
the visit shows contempt 
for democratic rights and 
“threatens, rather than pro¬ 
tects,” Britain's national se¬ 
curity. 

“Support for dictatorial re¬ 
gimes in the Middle East 
has been a key factor fuel¬ 
ing the spread of terrorism,” 
Corbyn said in a statement. 
“Rather than rolling out the 
red carpet to President 
(El-Sissi) the prime minister 
should suspend arms ex¬ 
ports to Egypt until demo¬ 
cratic and civil rights are 
restored. ”□ 
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Iran holds negative attitude 
for US despite nuclear deal

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — As Iran marks the anniversary 
of the 1979 takeover of the U.S. Embassy in Tehran, 
there are signs that the Islamic Republic's attitude 
toward the United States is as negative as ever. 

The arrests of U.S. citizens, hints of a Cold War-style 
prisoner swap, fears of Western infiltration and even 
the shutdown of a lookalike KFC restaurant show the 
suspicion still held by hard-liners after the nuclear 
deal with world powers. 

In the short term, things may even get worse, analysts 
say, as Iran’s Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali Khame¬ 
nei continues to warn about American influence, a 
crucial parliamentary election approaches and the 
country’s intelligence and military services try to hold 
onto their economic and political power. 

“I think many Americans and many Iranians didn’t 
take the leader at his word that this does not mean 
detente, that this is a one-off transaction. 

I think the system was deadly serious about this," said 
Cliff Kupchan, the chairman of the Eurasia Group. “I 
think the increased contact will lead to detente with 
the U.S., but we have a lot of harsh repression to go 
through before we get there.” 

On Wednesday, thausands demonstrated in frant at 
the aid U.S. Embassy, marking the 36th anniversary 
of students seizing 52 Americans hastage there after 
Washington refused to hand over the toppled U.S.- 
backed shah, Mohammad Reza Pahlavi. 

The protest came despite the deal that will see Teh¬ 
ran limit its nuclear program in exchange for the lift¬ 
ing of economic sanctions. 

Meanwhile, four Iranian-Americans are known to 
be held by Iran: Iranian-American journalist Jason 
Rezaian of The Washington Post; former U.S. Marine 
Amir Hekmati of Flint, Michigan; pastor Saeed Abe- 
dini of Boise, Idaho; and Siamak Namazi, a business¬ 
man and the son of a politician from the shah's era. 
Separately, former FBI agent Robert Levinson disap¬ 
peared in Iran in 2007 while working for the CIA on an 
unappraved intelligence mission. Iran alsa recently 
anncunced the arrest of Washington-based Leba¬ 
nese citizen Nizar Zakka, who holds permanent-res¬ 
ident status in the U.S. 

Iranian media has raised the possibility of exchang¬ 
ing some Americans for 19 Iranians held in the U.S. 
While that potential swap may figure into the arrests, 
Kupchan said the detentions also signal that the Ira¬ 
nian “deep state" still has a “number of post-deal 
messages it wants to send," including to Iranians liv¬ 
ing abroad. 

“Ta me, the message ta the Iranian-American cam- 
munity is; ‘Dan’t think yau’re gaing ta use yaur con¬ 
nections to come in and take over economic profits 
... in post-deal Iran, because you’re not,”’ he said.Q

Palestinian man rams car into Israeii offlcer

JERUSALEM (AP) — A Pal¬ 
estinian rammed his ve¬ 
hicle into an Israeli police 
officer in the West Bank on 
Wednesday, seriously injur¬ 
ing him before he was shot 
and killed, police said. It 
was the latest in a nearly 
two-month rash of violence 
that has seen almost daily 
Palestinian attacks on Is¬ 
raeli civilians and soldiers. 
Police spokeswoman Luba 
Samri says the officer was 
seriausly wounded in the 
attack. 

In a bid to deter attack¬ 
ers, Israel’s parliament this 
week passed a law tough¬ 
ening penalties against 
Palestinians for throwing 
rocks at civilians and secu¬ 
rity personnel, a daily oc¬ 
currence that has caused 
casualties. 

The law places a mini¬ 
mum sentence at three 
years on offenders and 
strips rack-throwers of their 
social security benefits, a 
punishment that applies to 


Palestinians in east Jerusa¬ 
lem. The parents of minors 
convicted of rock-throwing 
could also have their social 
security benefits annulled 
during the period of the of¬ 
fender's sentence. 

Israel’s parliament, the 
Knesset, announced the 
adoption of the law on its 
website Tuesday. The leg¬ 
islation was first introduced 
months ago, before the 
current unrest began. 

The violence began with 
clashes at a sensitive Jeru¬ 
salem haly site and quickly 
spread acrass Israel and 
inta the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. “A minimum 
punishment is necessary 
to create a deterrent and 
uproot the assumption that 
‘it’s just a stone,”’ said law¬ 
maker Nissan Slomiansky, 
wha spansored the legisla¬ 
tion. He said that “throw¬ 
ing a rock is an attempt ta 
murder and there should at 
least be a minimum punish¬ 
ment." 

Arab lawmaker Jamal Za- 
halka condemned the law. 


saying that “fires cannot 
be put out with gas, and 
this law is throwing gas on 
a fire.” 

The first fatality in the cur¬ 
rent rcund of violence 
was a 64-year-old Israeli, 
Alexander Levlovitz. He 
died and two passengers 
were hurt after Palestinians 
pelted their car with rocks 
as they drove home from 
a meal marking the Jewish 
New Year in Jerusalem. 
Israeli leaders have ac¬ 
cused Palestinian political 
and religiaus leaders of in¬ 
citing the violence. Pales¬ 
tinians say the vialence is 
due to a lack of hope for 
gaining independence af¬ 
ter years of failed peace 
efforts. 

Meanwhile, the leader- 
in-exile of the Islamic 
militant group Hamas an 
Wednesday urged Pales¬ 
tinians ta step up unrest to 
“liberate Jerusalem and 
the West Bank," saying ef¬

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Vatican downplays 
2 books recounting 
financial misdeeds

MILAN (AP) —The Vatican 
sought Wednesday to ploy 
down a pair of books re¬ 
counting financial malfea¬ 
sance and greed within 
the Vatican, saying many 
of the disclosures were al¬ 
ready known and the ma¬ 
terial creates confusion 
about Pope Francis’ well- 
known reform course. 
Vatican spokesman the 
Rev. Federico Lombardi 
emphasized the illegally 
leaked documents that 
provided information for 
the books were the result 
of “data and informa¬ 
tion put in motion by the 
Holy Father himself” in the 
pope's efforts to reform 
the Vatican’s bureaucracy 
and finances. 

The publication of “a large 
bulk of information” that re¬ 
fers to “outdated” events 
creates the impression of 
“a permanent reign of 
confusion, of non-transpar¬ 
ency and even the pursuit 
of individual or incorrect 
interests” that run counter 
to Francis’ efforts to reform 
the Vatican, Lombardi said 
in comments carried by 
Vatican Radio. 

The books by veteran Vati¬ 
can reporters are to be 
published Thursday but 
were obtained in advance 
by The Associated Press. 
Among the disclosures in 
“Merchants in the Temple,” 
Gianluigi Nuzzi writes that 
the cost of sainthood can 
run up to half a million dol¬ 
lars and tells the tale of a 
monsignor who allegedly 
broke down the wall of his 
neighbor, an ailing priest, 
to expand his apartment. 
Emiliano Fittipaldi, the au¬ 
thor of “Avarice,” claims a 
foundation set up to sup¬ 
port a children’s hospital 
paid 200,000 euros toward 
renovating the apartment 
of the Vatican’s No. 2 at 
the time, Tarciso Bertone, 
and that money donated 
to help the poor was di¬ 
verted to pay for running 
the Vatican. 

Bertone came under fire 
last year over the apart¬ 
ment, described in the 
book as a “mega-pent¬ 
house.” □

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — Divisions within Asia 
over China's claims in the 
disputed South China Sea 
spilled over Wednesday 
to a meeting ot U.S. and 
Asian defense ministers, 
where China insisted the 
group make no public 
mention of the strategic 
waters in a joint declara¬ 
tion intended as a public 
display of unity. 

As a result, a joint statement 
was canceled. Both host 
Malaysia and U.S. Defense 
Secretary Ash Carter dis¬ 
counted the significance 
of the failure, which reflect¬ 
ed a split with China and 
other Asian nations over 
the South China Sea issue. 

“I had no expectation 
there would be agree¬ 
ment,” Carter told a news 
conference, adding that 
the important point was 
that the South China Sea 
was a “persistent topic” of 
the conference. 
“Everybody raised it,” he 
said. 

Carter defended U.S. Navy 
patrols in the contested 
waters that China objects 
to, saying the U.S. has been 
sailing in the South Chi¬ 


na Sea for decades to the 
benefit of regional security 
and economic prosperity. 
He said he planned to go 
aboard the aircraft car¬ 
rier USS Theodore Roosevelt 
transiting the South Chi¬ 
na Sea on Thursday, ac¬ 
companied by his Malay¬ 
sian counterpart, Hisham- 
muddin Hussein, as a sym¬ 
bol of the United States' 
commitment to promoting 
stability and prosperity in 
the Asia-Pacific region. 
What's new and problem¬ 
atic, Carter said, is Chi¬ 
na's land reclamation and 
militarization of reefs and 
islets. “What we sign on the 
joint declaration is not go¬ 
ing to resolve the issue of 
duplicating claims nor is it 
going to wish vessels that 
are in the South China Sea 
away,” Hishammuddin 
said. 

He said that “our concerns 
are more real ... unintend¬ 
ed accidents at the high 
sea, which can spiral into 
something worse and that 
we must avoid.” The South¬ 
east Asian grouping will 
continue to engage Chi¬ 
na and the U.S. to ensure 
peace and stability in the 
region, he said. 

Singapore Defense Minister 
Ng Eng Hen said that the 


dispute over the joint dec¬ 
laration was due to “dif¬ 
ferences in phrasing and 
interpretation.” But he said 
“all countries agreed on 
the freedom of navigation 
and all countries accept¬ 
ed international laws and 
norms.” 

In a statement issued by 
the host country, Malaysia 
said the meeting noted the 
importance of the early 
conclusion of the code of 
conduct in the South Chi¬ 


na Sea — a set of rules 
meant to govern behav¬ 
ior in the disputed waters 
— “in order to build mu¬ 
tual trust and confidence, 
and maintain peace, se¬ 
curity and stability in the 
region.” China has so far 
dragged its feet in con¬ 
cluding discussions on the 
code of conduct. 
American officials traveling 
with Carter said that Chi¬ 
na, which like the United 
States is not a member of 


the 10-nation Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations 
but was attending the de¬ 
fense ministers' meeting 
as an invited partner, was 
adamant that the meet¬ 
ing's final public statement 
omit any mention of the 
South ChinaSea. The Amer¬ 
icans argued that it would 
be better to make no joint 
statement at all rather than 
issue one that omitted 
mention of the contentious

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Mexico exhumes student killed when 43 disappeared

SAN MIGUEL TECOMATLAN, 
Mexico (AP) — Mexican 
and Argentine experts on 
Wednesday began ex¬ 
huming the body of a stu¬ 
dent who was found dead 
with his face skinned off the 
morning after 43 of his col¬ 
leagues disappeared at 
the hands of police and a 
drug gang. 

Julio Cesar Mondragon’s 
remains will undergo new 


testing after an indepen¬ 
dent commission formed 
by the Inter-American 
Commission on Human 
Rights determined that a 
first autopsy was marred by 
inconsistencies and con¬ 
tradictions. Mondragon’s 
family has also demanded 
new tests. 

Mondragon was one of six 
people killed in September 
2014 in Iguala, in the south¬ 
ern state of Guerrero, when 
students from the Raul 


Isidro Burgos Rural Teach¬ 
ers College of Ayotzinapa 
came under attack while 
commandeering buses for 
a protest. The cases of the 
three students and three 
bystanders slain have been 
mostly forgotten in the furor 
overthe 43 missing students, 
whose fate is still unknown 
more than a year later. The 
same group of experts has 
previously dismantled the 
government’s official ver¬ 
sion that the students were 


killed and incinerated in a 
giant pyre at a trash dump, 
saying the fire described in 
the attorney general’s in¬ 
vestigation could not have 
occurred. 

Mondragon, 22, was mar¬ 
ried with a 2-month-old 
child when he was killed. 

His original autopsy, con¬ 
ducted by the state pros¬ 
ecutor, said the skin on 
his face could have been 
peeled off by a knife, a ter¬ 
ror tactic known to be used 


by drug cartels on their vic¬ 
tims. But the same report 
also said an animal may 
have been responsible for 
the disfiguring, a possibil¬ 
ity that his family calls a 
“mockery.” 

The independent experts of 
the Inter-American Com¬ 
mission on Human Rights 
concluded that Mondrag¬ 
on’s body showed “visible 
signs of torture,” but the 
state investigation made 
no mention of that. □

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — 

Jimmy Morales, the TV 
comic elected Guatema¬ 
la’s next president amid 
widespread anger over 
corruption that took down 


the previous leader, vowed 
this week to bolster the in¬ 
vestigative bodies that 
blew the lid on the graft 
scandals. 

He said he will turn to those 
very entities, Guatemalan 
prosecutors and the U.N. 


International Commission 
Against Impunity in Guate¬ 
mala, to help vet his pro¬ 
posed Gabinet in a bid to 
ensure an honest govern¬ 
ment in a country where 
many have long consid¬ 
ered that an oxymoron. 

“I already approached 
(them) and I asked them 
to help me to look into 
people ... the people who 
will be serving the public,” 
Morales said in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 
After he takes office Jan. 
14, the political neophyte 
who ran as a self-styled 
outsider will come under 
pressure quickly to show 
concrete progress on cam¬ 
paign promises to battle 
corruption and govern with 
transparency. He said he 
plans to uphold the law 
and lead by example. 

“If I enter government as 
middle class and get rich 
overnight, that’s not logi¬ 


cal,” Morales said. “But if I 
continue to be the Jimmy 
Morales I have been, the 
people will see that and 
there is the example.” 
Former President Otto Per¬ 
ez Molina, who resigned 
just days before the first 
round of presidential voting 
in September, had been 
seen by analysts as loath 
to renew the mandate of 
the U.N. commission, which 
was set up to investigate 
criminal networks in Gua¬ 
temala. But as a customs 
graft scandal snowballed 
and took down Perez Mo¬ 
lina’s then-vice president, 
Roxana Baldetti, he appar¬ 
ently decided it was politi¬ 
cally impossible to do oth¬ 
erwise. Today both Perez 
Molina and Baldetti are in 
jail awaiting prosecution. 
Morales said one of his first 
acts as president will be to 
seek to extend the com¬ 
mission’s mandate through 


2021. 

“When they ask me, I will 
do so with great pleasure,” 
he said. 

Morales’ first-place finish in 
the opening round of vot¬ 
ing and then a landslide 
runoff victory Oct. 25 over 
former first lady Sandra Tor¬ 
res has been widely inter¬ 
preted as a “punishment 
vote,” with outraged Gua¬ 
temalans rejecting candi¬ 
dates seen as tied to the 
establishment. 

But Morales said voters 
were attracted to him not 
just because he’s never 
held office before. 

“If it’s true, the ‘punish¬ 
ment vote’ that you’re 
talking about, why didn’t 
that go to someone else?” 
Morales said. “So then, 
what was done well? An 
example was held up that 
there was leadership, ad¬ 
ministrative capability and 
transparency.Q 


Thousands of crocodiles go hungry at Honduras farm

SAN MANUEL CORTES, Hon¬ 
duras (AP) — A U.S. investi¬ 
gation into alleged money 
laundering for drug traf¬ 
fickers by one of Honduras’ 
most powerful families has 
resulted in some unusual 
victims: thousands of hun¬ 
gry crocodiles. 

At least 7,500 crocodiles 
on a private farm in north¬ 
ern Honduras have been 
poorly fed in recent weeks 
because of a lack of re¬ 
sources, authorities and 
employees at the property 
said. The bank accounts 
of the farm’s owner, the 


Rosenthal family, were 
seized during a probe into 
accusations they were op¬ 
erating a money launder¬ 
ing network linked to drug 
trafficking. Farm employees 
told The Associated Press 
on Wednesday that the 
animals went without food 
for more than a month, but 
were finally fed over the 
weekend thanks to dona¬ 
tions. Worker Antonio Mejia 
said at least 200 small croc¬ 
odiles had died, but Pablo 
Dubon, northern regional 
director of Honduras’ Forest 
Gonservation Institute, said 
he doubted that claim. 
Mejia said the crocodiles 


were supposedly raised for 
their skins. 

The workers said there were 
about 9,000 crocodiles at 
the farm, but authorities 
said the number probably 
was closer to 7,500. 

“There have been difficul¬ 
ties in feeding (the croco¬ 
diles),” Dubon told the AP 
by telephone. 

He said he asked private 
companies to donate 
money to buy food for the 
crocodiles and on Sunday 
officials obtained about 
23,000 pounds of food, 
most of it chicken. 

Also going hungry at the 
farm were 12 mammals, in¬ 


cluding lions and monkeys. 
Calls seeking comment 
from the company that 
manages the farm rang un¬ 
answered. 

The crocodiles normally 
chow down on almost any 
kind of meat — they usually 
get chicken guts, heads, 
feet and spoiled chicken — 
and Mejia said they need 
a total of 9,000 to 12,000 
pounds of food a day. 

Farm worker Marco Lazo 
said sometimes a horse is 
chopped up and thrown 
into the mix. “They have 
gone hungry for about 45 
days,” before the donated 
food arrived Saturday, he 


said. The U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment announced Oct. 
7 that it had indicted for¬ 
mer Honduran Vice Presi¬ 
dent Jaime Roland Rosen¬ 
thal, his son Yani Benjamin 
Rosenthal and nephew 
Yankel Rosenthal under the 
Kingpin act. Yankel Rosen¬ 
thal was arrested in the 
United States. 

The Justice Department 
said the Rosenthals “pro¬ 
vide money laundering and 
other services that support 
the international narcotics 
trafficking activities of multi¬ 
ple Central American drug 
traffickers and their criminal 
organizations.”□

(ECLAC) calls for redou¬ 
bling efforts to defeat pov¬ 
erty and reduce inequality 
in the current context of 
economic deceleration 
in the region, in its latest 
study entitled Inclusive so¬ 
cial development: The next 
generation of policies for 
overcoming poverty and 
reducing inequality in Latin 
America and the Carib¬ 
bean. 

This new document by the 
United Nations regional or¬ 
ganization was presented 
officially, and analyzed by 
authorities and special¬ 
ists of the region, during 
the Regional Conference 
on Social Development in 
Latin America and the Ca¬ 
ribbean, which took place 
from Monday, November 
2 through Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 4 in Lima, Peru. 
According to ECLAC, in the 
last decade Latin America 
and the Caribbean made 
notable progress in diverse 
areas of social develop¬ 


ment, including a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in poverty 
and a moderate decline 
in inequality as a result of 
social and labor-market 
policies implemented in a 
favorable economic sce¬ 
nario, which enabled ob¬ 
jectives related to social 
inclusion to gain unprece¬ 
dented space on the pub¬ 
lic agenda and in develop¬ 
ment strategies. 

But there is still a long path 
ahead, the Commission 
stresses, above all consid¬ 
ering the current economic 
situation, which augurs dif¬ 
ficulties in terms of returning 
to the growth rates record¬ 
ed in previous years and 
maintaining public spend¬ 


ing levels in some countries. 
Poverty reduction has stag¬ 
nated since 2012 and indi¬ 
gence shows a slight up¬ 
ward trend. In addition, Lat¬ 
in America and the Carib¬ 
bean continues to be the 
most unequal region in the 
world in terms of income 
distribution. According to 
the latest estimates by the 
regional organization for 19 
Latin American countries, in 
2014 there were 167 million 
people in situations of pov¬ 
erty (28% of the total popu¬ 
lation), of whom 71 million 
(12% of the total popula¬ 
tion) were indigent. 
Furthermore, figures from 
2013 indicate that only half 
of the population of Latin 


America and the Carib¬ 
bean (49.1%) does not live 
in situations of indigence, 
poverty or vulnerability to 
poverty. Children, wom¬ 
en, young people, older 
adults, persons with disabili¬ 
ties, indigenous peoples 
and Afro-descendants are 
the groups that most suffer 
situations of discrimination, 
scarcity, deprivation of 
rights or vulnerability in the 
region, ECLAC states. 
According to information 
gathered in household sur¬ 
veys from eight Latin Ameri¬ 
can countries in 2011, 7% 
of the population that is 
neither indigenous nor Af¬ 
ro-descendant is indigent 
or highly vulnerable to in¬ 


digence, a percentage 
that rises to 11% in the case 
of Afro-descendants and 
to 18% among indigenous 
peoples. Similarly, while 
62% of the non-indigenous 
and non-Afro-descendant 
population was consid¬ 
ered to be not vulnerable, 
this figure falls to 56% in the 
case of Afro-descendants 
and to just 33% among in¬ 
digenous peoples. 

In the same vein, in the 
region women account 
for approximately 51% of 
the total population but 
only access 38% of the to¬ 
tal monetary income that 
people generate and earn, 
with the remaining 62% go¬ 
ing to men. 

“Of the different aspects 
of society that produce, 
exacerbate or mitigate in¬ 
equalities, the most deci¬ 
sive is the world of work. It is 
there that most household 
income in Latin America 
and the Caribbean is gen¬ 
erated, along with the in¬ 
herent inequalities in its dis¬ 
tribution,” the organization 
explains in the document. 
According to calculations 
by ECLAC based on data 
from 17 Latin American 
countries from around 2013, 
wage income represents 
on average 80% of total 
household income; 74% of 
the total income of house¬ 
holds in situations of pov¬ 
erty; and 64% in households 
in situations of indigence.Q

The Real Order of Isabella 
the Catholic was created 
in 1815 by King Ferdinand 
VII of Spain and its cur¬ 
rent rules establish as its 


main function rewarding 
those who contribute in a 
relevant manner to favor¬ 
ing Spain's cooperation 
ties with the international 
community. “This honor, 
although it bears my name, 
recognizes the role of the 
hundreds of men and wom¬ 
en who work each day for 
development with equality 
in Latin America and the 


Caribbean under the aegis 
of ECLAC,” Alicia Bdrcena 
said during the ceremony. 
Recalling the teachings of 
Mexican intellectual Carlos 
Fuentes, the Executive Sec¬ 
retary said that “via Spain 
the Americas received the 
Mediterranean tradition 
with all its strength. Because 
Spain is not only Christian, 
it is also Arab and Jewish, 
Greek, Carthaginian and 
Roman, Gothic and Gypsy. 
Spain embraces us all; it is, 
in a certain way, our com¬ 
mon place.”

Greinke gives up $71 million, 
becomes free agent again 


NEW YORK (AP) — Pitcher 
Zack Greinke has opted 
out of the final three years 
of his contract with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in Major 
League Baseball, giving up 
a guaranteed $71 million 
to become a free agent 
again. 

Greinke was among 12 ad¬ 
ditional players who be¬ 
came free agents, the MLB 
Players Association said 
Wednesday, raising the to¬ 


tal to 151. 

The 32-year-old right-hand¬ 
er was 19-3 with a major 
league-best 1.66 ERA this 
seasan, when he struck out 
200 in 222 2-3 innings. 

A three-time All-Star, Grein¬ 
ke left the Los Angeles An¬ 
gels at the end of the 2012 
season and signed a $147 
million, six-year contract 
with the Dodgers, where 
he joined with Clayton Ker¬ 
shaw to form one of the top 


rotations in baseball. While 
Los Angeles won three 
straight NL West titles, it has 
nat reached the Wcrid Se¬ 
ries since winning the 1988 
champicnship. 

He had the right to termi¬ 
nate the contract within 
three days of the end of the 
2015 World Series. The deal 
with Los Angeles called for 
him to earn $24 million next 
year, $23 million in 2017 and

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NASCAR suspends Matt Kenseth for 2 races

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) — 

Looking to squash any no¬ 
tion that the drivers ore 
running amok on the track, 
NASCAR suspended Mott 
Kenseth for two races Tues¬ 
day for intentionally wreck¬ 
ing Joey Logano in an act 
of retaliation that dramati¬ 
cally changed the lineup 
of drivers in the running for 
the championship. 

The penalty levied against 
Kenseth is fairly unprece¬ 
dented. Drivers hove been 
suspended before for on- 
track actions, but typically 
only for one race and the 
policy has not been uni¬ 
form. 

NASCAR said it punished 
Kenseth because he had 
no chance at winning and 
intentionally altered the 
outcome of Sunday’s race. 
NASCAR also said it fac¬ 
tored aspects of safety in 
penalizing Kenseth as well 
as “the fact that the new 
Chose elimination format 
puts a premium on each 
and every race. These ac¬ 
tions have no place in NAS¬ 
CAR." 

NASCAR chairman Brian 
France earlier indicated a 
tough penalty was in works 
because the series can't 
allow a driver to think the 
way to “pay back some¬ 
body for something that 
happened is take matters 
into their own hands.” 

In addition, Danica Pat¬ 
rick was fined $50,000 and 
docked 25 points for inten¬ 
tionally wrecking David Gil¬ 
liland earlier in the race. 
Joe Gibbs Racing immedi¬ 
ately said it would appeal 
for Kenseth, and teammate 
Denny Hamlin decried the 
severity of the penalty. 
“Thought it was pretty clear 
from drivers’ reactions 
after the race that Joey 
broke driver code. Matt 


made sure it was enforced. 
#freematt,’’ Hamlin posted 
on Twitter. 

Kenseth was nine laps 
down at Martinsville Speed¬ 
way when he deliberately 
drove Logano into the wall. 
The crash was payback for 
Logano wrecking Kenseth 
three races ago in on inci¬ 
dent that ultimately led to 
Kenseth’s elimination from 
NASCAR’s playoffs. 

Kenseth fumed about the 
Kansas Speedway incident 
for two weeks and exact¬ 
ed his revenge as Logano 
was dominating at Martins¬ 
ville. A victory would have 
earned Logano a spot in 
the Nov. 22 title-deciding 
finale, but he is now lost in 
the eight-driver field with 
two races remaining os he 
tries to advance. 

Logano had won three 
straight races before Sun¬ 
day’s on-track showdown 
with Kenseth. He had said 
earlier he wasn’t worried 
about retribution, even 
though most of the indus¬ 
try believed Kenseth would 
not let the issue fade. 
Kenseth, the 2003 NASGAR 
champion and a two-time 
Daytona 500 winner, was 
racing for a victory he 
needed to advance in the 
Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship. Logano 
chased him down even 
though he had already ad¬ 
vanced to the next round. 
Kenseth blocked Logano 
several times in an effort 
to stove off a pass for the 
win, and Logano finally just 
moved Kenseth out of his 
way. The contact caused 
Kenseth to crash. 

Logano shrugged it off as 
hard racing and denied 
deliberately wrecking the 
Joe Gibbs Racing driver. 
Kenseth said the Team Pen- 
ske driver was lying, and he 
had support throughout 
the garage after wrecking 


Logano on purpose. 

“I ain’t going to argue with 
what Matt did. Matt felt like 
he was justified with how 
Joey wrecked him at Kan¬ 
sas and then was arrogant 
about it afterward,” said 
Dole Earnhardt Jr. “That 
was really what got under 
Matt’s skin more than any¬ 
thing, about how Joey was 
arrogant about it. When 
you damn wreck a guy, 
admit it, you know? Don’t 
wreck Matt Kenseth, I’ll tell 
you that right now. Do not 
wreck that boy.” 

Kenseth’s peers consider 
him a fair racer who fol¬ 
lows old-school beliefs 
about on-track etiquette. 
Logano, the reigning Day¬ 
tona 500 champion, has 
struggled with some of his 
fellow competitors. At just 
25 years old and in his sev¬ 
enth full season, Logano 
has rankled some veterans 
with a perceived lack of 
respect to the way things 
have always been done. 
Still, Logano has made 
tremendous strides since 


he left Joe Gibbs Racing 
— Kenseth took his ride — 
and went to drive for Roger 
Penske in 2013. After sev¬ 
eral run-ins in which older 
drivers appeared to bully 
Logano o bit, he matured 
and learned to stand up for 
himself. 

Logano called Sunday’s 
wreck “o complete cow¬ 
ard move, especially for 
a championship race car 
driver and race team.” 
Kenseth maintained he 
had to do something to 
avoid losing respect in the 
garage. He also noted 
that Logano has been the 
strongest driver over the 
lost month and still has two 
races remaining to recover 
from Martinsville. 

“He’s got a couple races 
left, he’s got the best car, 
he might get a couple of 
wins here and still have a 
shot at it,” Kenseth said. 

The incident raised ques¬ 
tions over what is accept¬ 
able given the heightened 
stakes of the Chase elimi¬ 
nation format. 


Kevin Harvick didn’t get 
out of the way two weeks 
ago at Talladega when his 
engine was failing because 
he knew a poor finish would 
knock him from the Chose. 
But by holding his position, 
he caused a race-ending 
crash that had conse¬ 
quences for other drivers. 
The reigning series cham¬ 
pion was not punished by 
NASCAR even though sev¬ 
eral drivers said Harvick’s 
action was deliberate. Har¬ 
vick admitted he did what 
he had to do with his sea¬ 
son on the line. 

After Kenseth wrecked Lo¬ 
gano on Sunday, Kenseth 
teammates Kyle Busch and 
Hamlin had pointed views 
on the current climate. 
Busch alleged there are 
different rules for different 
drivers, while Hamlin said 
NASCAR leadership had 
allowed the drivers to be¬ 
come the “wild, wild West.” 
France told Sirius XM NAS¬ 
CAR radio the sanctioning 
body will correct the cur¬ 
rent climate. □

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Nissan test car drives itself safely, recognizes pedestrians

TOKYO (AP) — Being a pas¬ 
senger in a self-driving car 
is similar to being driven 
around by a very cautious 
person, maybe your grand¬ 
mother. 

Requiring neither hands 
on the steering wheel nor 
a foot on the gas pedal or 
brakes, the Nissan Motor 
Co. car making its way on 
Japanese public roods is in¬ 
stead packed with radars, 
lasers, cameras and com¬ 
puter chips. 

Nissan’s “intelligent driving" 
feature is smart enough to 
navigate intersections with¬ 
out lane markers. It also 
brakes safely to a stop with¬ 
out crashing into the ve¬ 
hicle in front, and it knows 
the difference between a 
red light and a tail-lamp. 
Reporters were given a 
half-hour test ride in the 
prototype vehicle Tuesday 
on a scenic but pre-pro¬ 
grammed course on To¬ 
kyo roads, which included 
stopping at traffic lights, 
making turns, changing 
lanes and crossing a bridge 
across the bay. The car was 
painstakingly careful, like 
someone extra cautious on 
the road. 

It always stayed within the 
speed limit. And it slowed 
down, appearing to be 
“thinking” at slightly com¬ 
plicated situations, such as 
cars coming from another 
lane. The system is de¬ 
signed to recognize people 
and if a pedestrian jumped 
out onto the road, the car 
should come to a stop. 
Nissan, which also makes 
the Infiniti luxury model and 
the March subcompact, is 
preparing the autonomous 


driving option for vehicles 
going on sale in 2020. 

It plans to have abbreviat¬ 
ed versions of the technol¬ 
ogy starting from next year, 
such as keeping a safe dis¬ 
tance from the car in front 
on congested roads. 

The car experienced by 
The Associated Press is still 
unable to deal with unex¬ 
pected situations, such as 
moving to the side of the 
road if an ambulance ap¬ 
proaches. At one point, the 
human driver, who was in 
the seat for the whole test 
ride, had to intervene be¬ 
cause the car didn't prop¬ 
erly recognize an unclearly 
drawn lane. 

Otherwise, it did fine. 


Nissan General Manager 
Tetsuya lijima, who was the 
human driver for the test 
ride, acknowledged the 
system needs fine-tuning. 
But he was confident it 
was the way of the future, 
delivering better safety, 
because more than 90 per¬ 
cent of traffic accidents 
are caused by driver error. 
When compared with a hu¬ 
man, Nissan’s prototype is 
only 3 or 4 years old, maybe 
6 at most, and the goal is to 
help it mature to a 20-year- 
old, he said. 

“It’s like a kid," said lijima, 
emulating a child walking 
slowly, a step at a time. 
“We need to make it un¬ 
derstand the world — the 


severe world.” 

The system was shown in 
Nissan’s Leaf electric ve¬ 
hicle, meaning it was not 
only intelligent but also ze¬ 
ro-emission. 

Its trunk space was filled 
with electronics and wiring, 
evidence of the computer 
technology needed to inte¬ 
grate the information from 
the car’s many sensors, ra¬ 
dars and 360-degree cam¬ 
eras. When it goes on sale, 
the electronics system will 
be much smaller and tidier. 
Jeremy Carlson, senior 
analyst at IHS Automotive, 
who is an expert on au¬ 
tonomous driving, praised 
Nissan for having “a clear 
roadmap" for the technol-

ogy it was working on. 
“Nissan’s plans to succes¬ 
sively deploy piloted drive 
technologies keep the 
automaker at or near the 
leading edge of the indus¬ 
try in driver assistance tech¬ 
nology both in Japan and 
worldwide,” he said. 
“Overall it is a comprehen¬ 
sive system that will allow 
Nissan to continue to inno¬ 
vate and add functionality 
in the future.” 

Nissan plans to tailor the 
feature to various markets. 
In the U.S., where there 
tends to be long driving 
on highways, a feature 
that might work like an en¬ 
hanced auto-cruise would 
be handy.Q 


Google will let artificial intelligence reply to your email 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google is putting a differ¬ 
ent twist on the concept 
of “automated reply” with 
a new tool that aims to 
write artificially intelligent 
responses to your email. 

The technology is part of an 
update to Google’s Inbox 
app for managing and or¬ 
ganizing email. The feature 
announced Tuesday is the 
latest example of Google’s 
effort to teach machines 


how to take over some of 
the tasks typically handled 
by humans. 

The most conspicuous ex¬ 
ample so far has been 
Google’s 6-year-old proj¬ 
ect developing cars that 
can drive without a human 
steering the wheel. Google 
also has been using an ar¬ 
tificial intelligence program 
called “RankBrain” to help 
determine the pecking or¬ 
der in its influential Internet 


search results. 

In this instance, Google 
says it has created a pro¬ 
gram that identifies which 
incoming emails merit 
quick responses and then 
figures out the appropri¬ 
ate wording. Up to three 
choices will be offered as 
a reply before it’s sent. The 
responses that people se¬ 
lect are supposed to help 
Google’s computers learn 
which ones work best. 


Google expects its new 
“smart reply” option to 
be particularly popular 
when people are check¬ 
ing emails on smartphones 
equipped with smaller, 
touch-screen keyboards. 
The new feature is available 
to all consumers who use 
the free version of Inbox, as 
well as the more than 2 mil¬ 
lion businesses who pay for 
Google’s suite of applica¬ 
tions designed for work. 


Google unveiled Inbox a 
year ago as a more sophis¬ 
ticated alternative to its 
popular Gmail service. The 
Mountain View, California, 
company hasn’t said how 
many people have installed 
Inbox. Gmail has more than 
400 million worldwide users, 
according to the research 
firm comScore.

Yellen's comments pushed 
the U.S. dollar higher. The 
dollar’s rise had a second¬ 
ary impact of causing oil to 
fall, which in turn impacted 
oil, gas and energy stocks. 
U.S. government bond 
prices also fell. 

Media and entertainment 
stocks were pummeled af¬ 
ter worrisome comments 
from media conglomer¬ 
ate Time Warner. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
lost 50.57 points, or 0.3 
percent, to 17,867.58. The 
Standard & Poor's 500 in¬ 
dex fell 7.48 points, or 0.4 
percent, to 2,102.31 and 
the Nasdaq composite fell 
2.65 points, or 0.1 percent, 
to 5,142.48. During her 
regular semi-annual testi¬ 
mony to Congress, Yellen 
said that an interest rate 
hike in December would 
be a “live possibility” if the 
economy stays on track. 
Yellen did stress that no de¬ 
cision has been made yet 
and a move in December 
will depend on how the 
economy fares between 
now and then. 

At its Dec. 15-16 meeting, 
the Fed will consider rais¬ 
ing a key interest rate from 
a record low of near zero if 
the economy continues to 
grow at a strong enough

pace to keep adding jobs 
and push annual inflation 
toward the Fed’s 2 percent 
target, Yellen said.

Stocks 
have recovered nearly all 
of their losses from the sum¬ 
mer, financial markets have 
calmed in China and else¬ 
where, and the U.S. econo¬ 
my continues to slowly im¬ 
prove. Securities that allow 
investors to bet on which 
way the Fed will move in¬ 
terest rates are now pric¬ 
ing in a roughly 60 percent 
chance of the Fed raising 
rates next month, accord¬

Deutsche Bank to pay $258M to settle US violations

ALBANY, New York (AP) — 

Deutsche Bank has agreed 
to pay $258 million to settle 
legal problems stemming 
from U.S. sanctions viola¬ 
tions, New York regulators 
said Wednesday. 

Under the settlement, 
Deutsche Bank will dismiss 
six people, ban three oth¬ 
ers from duties involving 
U.S. operations and install 
an independent monitor, 
according to New York’s 
Department of Financial 
Services. The six are two 


managing directors, two di¬ 
rectors and two vice presi¬ 
dents. It will pay $200 million 
to the department and $58 
million to the Federal Re¬ 
serve. “We are committed 
to investigating and pur¬ 
suing sanctions violations 
and money laundering at 
financial institutions,” de¬ 
partment Superintendent 
Anthony Albanese said. “To 
truly deter future wrongdo¬ 
ing, it is important to focus 
not just on corporate ac¬ 
countability, but also indi¬ 
vidual accountability.” 

The German bank pro¬ 


cessed nearly $11 billion in 
payments through its New 
York branch from 1999 to 
2006 on behalf of Suda¬ 
nese, Iranian, Burmese, 
Libyan and Syrian entities, 
the department said. Staff 
overseas removed some 
identifying information 
before passing U.S. dollar 
payments along to the U.S. 
branch for clearing, ac¬ 
cording to investigators. 
Deutsche Bank was 
pleased to reach the reso¬ 
lution, spokeswoman Re¬ 
nee Calabro said Wednes¬ 
day. “The conduct ceased 


several years ago, and 
since then we have ter¬ 
minated all business with 
parties from the countries 
involved,” she said. 

Two weeks ago, the de¬ 
partment announced a 
settlement for more than 
$787 million with Credit Ag¬ 
ricole for similar violations. 
The French bank processed 
more than $32 billion in 
payments through its New 
York branch between 2003 
and 2008 on behalf of Su¬ 
danese, Iranian, Burmese 
and Cuban entities, regula¬ 
tors said. □

Target is closing 13 
stores nationwide 
citing falling profits

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Kraft Heinz to close 7 factories In US, Canada in downsizing

IOWA CITY, Iowa (AP) — 

Kraft Heinz will close sev¬ 
en plants in the U.S. and 
Canada over the next two 
years os part of a downsiz¬ 
ing that will eliminate 2,600 
jobs, or roughly 14 percent 
of its North American fac¬ 
tory workforce, the newly- 
merged food company 
announced Wednesday. 


The company said it would 
close manufacturing fa¬ 
cilities in Fullerton and San 
Leandro, California; Fed- 
eralsburg, Maryland; St. 
Marys, Ontario, Canada; 
Campbell, New York; Le¬ 
high Valley, Pennsylvania; 
and Madison, Wisconsin. 
The closures will occur over 
the next 12 to 24 months. 
The company said it also 
will close its existing lunch- 


meat processing plant 
in Davenport, Iowa, and 
move production to a new 
state-of-the-art plant to be 
built several miles away 
within two years. Port of the 
company's cheese pro¬ 
duction will also be moved 
away from Champaign, Il¬ 
linois. 

The company, co-head- 
quartered in Chicago and 
Pittsburgh, formed from the 


merger of Kraft and Heinz 
earlier this year. 

After the facilities close, 
Kraft Heinz will have 41 
plants in Narth America 
that employ about 18,000 
people. 

“Our decision to con¬ 
solidate manufacturing 
across the Kraft Heinz 
North American network is 
a critical step in our plan to 
eliminate excess capacity 


and reduce operational 
redundancies for the new 
combined company," Mi¬ 
chael Mullen, senior vice 
president of corporate and 
government affairs, said in 
a statement. 

“This will make Kraft Heinz 
mare glabally campetitive 
and accelerate the com¬ 
pany’s future grawth,” he 
said. □

Tokyo-based Honda, hard 
hit by air bag problems at 
supplier Takata Corp., said 
it will stop buying air bag 
inflators from Takata for 
models now under devel¬ 
opment. 

The maker of the Odyssey 
minivan. Civic sedan and 
Asimo robot had recall- 
related expenses tataling 
87.5 billion yen ($723 mil¬ 
lion) for the quarter. July- 
September sales rase near¬ 
ly 16 percent tc 3.6 trillion 
yen ($30 billion). 

The automaker said it re¬ 
vised past earnings be¬ 
cause it has adopted In¬ 
ternational Financial Re¬ 
porting Standards, a set 
of accounting rules being 
promoted globally by the 
International Accounting 
Standards Board as more 
transparent and accaunt- 
able. 

Honda, which has repeat¬ 


edly said it won't rescue 
Takata, issued a statement 
saying Takata had not 
been forthright enough. 
“We have become aware 
of evidence that suggests 
that Takata misrepresented 
and manipulated test data 
for certain air bag infla¬ 
tors," Honda said. “Honda 
expects its suppliers to act 
with integrity at all times, 
and we are deeply trou¬ 
bled by this apparent be¬ 
havior by one of our suppli¬ 
ers." 

Takata agreed to pay $70 
million in U.S. penalties for 
lapses in how it handled re¬ 
calls of millions of explosion- 
prone air bags, blamed 
in eight deaths and more 
than 100 injuries worldwide. 
Under the five-year pact, 
the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration 
can increase the penalty 
ta a record $200 million if 
Takata fails to abide by the 
terms. Takata agreed to 
phase out air bag inflators 
that use ammonium nitrate, 
the propellant blamed for 
the explosions. 

Takata Chief Executive 
Shigehisa Takada stressed 
the company will comply 
and deliver a fix. But the 
root cause of the propel¬ 
lant remains under inves¬ 


tigation. Although there 
is a question mark about 
Takata’s future, one factor 
in its favor is that it makes a 
variety of products, includ¬ 
ing seat belts and steering 
wheels. Air bags made up 
38 percent of Takata sales 
last fiscal year. 

“I don’t know if it's enough 
to take the campany 
down," said Kelley Blue 
Baok seniar analyst Rebec¬ 


ca Lindland. “I think they 
will weather the storm, but 
they need to come clean.” 
It is also not easy for auto¬ 
makers to switch suppliers 
because model develop¬ 
ment and planning take 
several years, and various 
models at a manufacturer 
share platforms, or basic 
parts. 

Honda has not ruled out the 
use of other Takata prod-

Takata shares plunged 
13 percent in Tokyo on 
Wednesday. It reports earn¬ 
ings Friday. 

Takata plans to pay $10 
million in the NHTSA fines 
this fiscal year, but will baak 
the entire amount in its next 
earnings. Takata said it has 
enough in its coffers to pay 
the $10 million. □ 


Pressure grows on Volkswagen as the bad news piles up

gines that enabled them to 
cheat on emissions tests for 
one pollutant, nitrogen ox¬ 
ide. The software reduced 
emissicns when the car was 


an a test stand. Volkswa¬ 
gen acknowledged that 11 
million vehicles worldwide 
have the saftware. 

On Monday, the EPA 
charged that Valkswagen 
also used cheating soft¬ 
ware in some cars with larg¬ 
er diesel engines, including 
Volkswagen’s elite Porsche 
brand. Volkswagen denied 
the claim, but over the past 
twa days halted sales in the 


U.S. and Canada af the 
models involved; the Volk¬ 
swagen Touareg, Parsche 
Cayenne, and the Audi A6, 
A7, A8, 05 and 07. 

Late Tuesday, VW said 
it had also found “unex¬

ing from BP's blown-ouf 
well, researchers fagged 
32 dolphins and followed 
fhem fo see whaf hap¬ 
pened. 

The new sfudy found 
fhey’ve suffered from a 
high morfolify rafe and 
chronic diseases fhaf have 
hurf fhe animals' abilify fo 
reproduce. The sfudy said 
fhe effecfs of fhe spill “have 
been long-lasfing.” 

“The fake-home message 
is fhaf fhis dolphin popula¬ 
fion, as well as ofher dol¬ 
phin and whale popula- 


fions fhaf were exposed fo 
fhe Deepwafer Horizon oil, 
will fake a long fime fo re¬ 
cover," said Lori Schwacke, 
a wildlife epidemiologisf 
wifh fhe Nafional Oceanic 
and Afmospheric Admin- 
isfrafion. She was fhe lead 
researcher. 

Schwacke said dofa on 
2013 and 2014 reproduc- 
fion rafes show confinuing 
problems. Those dofa were 
nof included in fhe new 
paper. 

Dolphins are slow fo reach 
reproducfive mafurify, and 
once fhey do if fakes abouf 


a year and a half for fhem 
fo give birfh. They only give 
birfh fo a single calf every 
fhree fo five years. In a re- 
cenf reporf on resforing fhe 
Gulf, governmenf scienfisfs 
say if could fake decades 
far mammal papulafions fa 
recover from fhe spill. 

BP declined fo commenf 
Tuesday on fhe sfudy. 
Cynfhia Smifh, fhe execu- 
five direcfor of fhe Nafion¬ 
al Marine Mammal Foun- 
dafion and a researcher in 
fhe sfudy, said fhe dolphins 
are mosf likely suffering 
lingering healfh problems 


from when fhey swam in 
fhe oil slicks covering Bara- 
faria. 

“Those healfh effecfs can 
lasf a long fime," Smifh 
said. “If's naf jusf fleefing." 
Researchers esfimafed 
fhaf fhere were abouf 
2,300 dolphins living in 
Barafaria af fhe fime of 
fhe spill and fhaf abouf 35 
percenf of fhem died be¬ 
cause of fhe spill. 

The Gulf Coasf befween 
Alabama and Louisiana is 
hame fa fhe nafion's larg- 
esf papulafion af dalphins, 
said Moby Solangi, fhe 
head af fhe Insfifufe far 
Marine Mammal Sfudies in 
Gulfporf, Mississippi. 
Solangi, who was nof parf 
of fhe sfudy, said he wel¬ 
comed if, buf fhaf more 
work needs fo be done fo 
defermine wifh even more 
cerfainfy fhe environmen- 
fal insulfs fhe dolphins are 
suffering from. 

“Barafaria was a pollufed 
bay priar fo fhe oil spill, and 
if will confinue fo be so," 
Solangi said. He said fhe 
long-ferm healfh of dol¬ 
phins, and ofher mammals, 
depends on making sure 
ofher sources of pollution 
are dealf wifh fao, such as 
ofher oil spills and canfami- 
nanfs carried dawn fhe 
Mississippi River. 

“Yau have fo connecf fhe 
dofs, and fhe dofs have 
nof been connecfed," he 
said. “We have fo look af 
fhe overall ecosysfem fo 
see how fhese animals will 
recover.' ’□

NEW YORK (AP) — While 
removing an old backing 
from a Paul Cezanne wa¬ 
tercoior in preparation for 
a major auction next week, 
Christie's says it made an 
exciting discovery — a 
pencil drawing by the 
French post-impressionist 
artist on the reverse side of 
the painting. 

The watercoior, “Trees 
Along A Road," has been 
in the collection of a New 
Orleans family since 1956. 
The drawing also offers a 
clue to the probable date 
of the watercoior's execu¬ 
tion that had previously 
been unclear. It looks simi¬ 
lar in composition to an 
1884 painting in the col¬ 
lection of the Norton Si¬ 
mon Museum in Pasadena, 
California, titled “Chestnut 
Trees and the farm at Jas 
de Bouffan,” the auction 
house said. 

Jas de Bouffan was the 
artist’s family’s country es¬ 
tate in Aix-en-Provence in 
France, a frequent subject 
of his paintings. 

“Cezanne wasn’t in the 
habit of dating things. ... 
but because he would use 
both sides of a paper at the 
same time, it brings us clos¬ 
er to the probable date of 
execution for both sides of 
the sheet,” said Conor Jor¬ 


dan, Christie’s impressionist 
and modern art specialist. 
The drawing depicts three 
rounded tree trunks in the 
foreground and foliage 
and architectural elements 
in the background. 

Earlier this year, similar dis¬ 
coveries were made on 
the backs of two Cezanne 
watercolors in the collec¬ 
tion of the Barnes Founda¬ 
tion in Philadelphia. The 
two unfinished sketches — 
one graphite and the other 
watercoior — also were 
found after paper backing 
was removed. 

The discovery at Chris¬ 
tie’s was made two weeks 
ago during a routine con¬ 
servation in advance of 
its Nov. 12 evening sale 
of impressionist and mod¬ 
ern art where the “Trees 
Along A Road” is estimated 
to bring between $400,000 
and $800,000. 

Whether the discovery will 
jack up the price is hard 
to tell, but “it will excite the 
people who buy Cezanne 
drawings ... It will make 
it more desirable and a 
great addition to anyone’s 
collection,” said Jordan. 

“It is a very interesting dis¬ 
covery for scholars,” be¬ 
cause Cezanne’s works are 
very well-recorded, said 
David Nash, a Cezanne 
expert. “The drawing is not 
recorded until now. ”□ 
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Eagles tribute postponed 
because of Glenn Frey’s health 


NEW YORK (AP) — The Eagles are 
postponing their Kennedy Center 
tribute because of co-founder Glenn 
Frey’s health issues. 

The Washington-based Center an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that the Eagles 
will not participate in a Dec. 6 cere¬ 
mony that will also honor Carole King 
and George Lucas among others. 
Frey, who turns 67 on Friday, has long 
suffered from intestinal problems, 
which he has blamed on his drug 
use during the band’s early years, 
and is expected to undergo surgery. 
Frey sang lead on the Eagles’ first hit, 
“Take It Easy,” and on such favorites 
as “New Kid in Town” and “Already 
Gone.” 

The Kennedy Center plans to honor 
the Eagles in 2016. Frey and Don 
Henley are the remaining original 
members of the band, which now 
also includes Joe Walsh and Timothy 
B. Schmit.Q

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Seal releases album of love, 
heartbreak and healing

LOS ANGELES (AP) — For 
Seal, songwriting is like 
therapy. And since splitting 
from Heidi Klum in 2012, 
he's been immersed. 

“It’s really cathartic,” he 
said. “When people have 
something that's ailing 
them or something that's 
weighing on them and 
they go and see a thera¬ 
pist or a shrink ... essentially 
what they’re trying to do is 
off-load. They’re trying to 
shore the load. As o song¬ 
writer ... you con articulate 
those emotions, or you con 
take that which is within 
and get it out.” 

“The caveat is it only works 
if you’re being honest,” he 
said. “It would be like if you 
were going to o shrink or o 
therapist: that only works if 
you’re telling the truth.” 

The result of oil this writing 
therapy is Seal’s first new 
music in five years: an al¬ 
bum cbcut Icve, heart¬ 
break and healing. 

Toll, slim and nattily dressed 
down to his blue suede 
boots, the 52-year-old said 
he didn’t set out to write 
about love, he just tried to 
be truthful. 

“If you’re being in any 
way disingenuous, then it 
doesn’t matter if that thing 
comes out and it’s success¬ 
ful commercially. You’re 
forever tethered to that 


thing and you don’t gain 
release,” he said. “And I 
think the whole point of 
being a songwriter is to 
gain release through those 
things you write.” 

So the new album has 
songs with titles such as 
“The Big Love Has Died” 
and lyrics like: “Breaking up 
is harder when you hove o 
higher price to pay/ Now 
she takes o lover so that 
she con hide the pain.” 
A reference, maybe, to 
Klum’s relationship with her 
bodyguard otter she and 
Seal split? 

Seal and Klum were mar¬ 
ried for seven years before 
their divorce was finalized 
in 2014. They had three 
children together, and Seal 
adopted Klum’s daughter 
from a previous relation¬ 
ship. The children are now 
11, 10, 9 and 4. 

“Over the past few years. 
Seal has been through the 
tumble dryer of love,” said 
producer Trevor Horn, who 
first worked with the singer 
on his 1991 debut. “He gets 
sad on the record. You can 
hear him being sad, but 
you can’t hear him being 
bitter.” 

Seal wanted to call the 
new album “Seal.” But he 
said the record compa¬ 
ny was worried that fans 
would confuse it with his 
first, second and fourth al¬ 
bums, also called “Seal.” 


So they agreed to call the 
new album “Seal 7,” which 
hits stores Friday. 

“Now people ore calling 
it ‘7,’ much to my annoy¬ 
ance,” said Seal, whose 
birth name is Henry Samuel. 
“People think it’s this mysti¬ 
cal reason why it’s called 
‘7.’ It’s not. It’s just the sev¬ 
enth studio album.” 

He’s halfway through mak¬ 
ing a follow-up, saying he 
finds songwriting to be a 
“source of light.” It’s not 
about making hits, he said, 
but making connections — 
first with his own feelings, 
then with his listeners. 
Knowing his music has 
touched people means 
more than Grammy Awards 
and No. 1 hits, he said. 
“Honestly, without trying to 
sound funny, that feeling is 
the fullest feeling you can 
experience,” he said. “And 
even if it’s just one person. 
To know that you actually, 
on a humanitarian level, 
that you actually affected 
somebody, somebody that 
was not having an easy 
time. 

And to know that you af¬ 
fected them, in some 
way you helped them get 
through something, that is 
the most validating feeling 
ever.... It’s at the very core 
of who we ore os a race. 
It’s what we’re here for: to 
be able to affect each oth¬ 
er in that way.”Q

of songwriters, artists and 
music industry representa¬ 
tives. “And I said, ‘Man, I 
want to do that.”' 

Rascal Flatts performed 
Davis’ song “Baby, Don’t 
Get Hooked on Me,” while 
the four-part vocal group 
Little Big Town performed 
the softly poignant “In the 
Ghetto.” 

“I also wont to know how 
you wrote a lyric that tells a 
woman to shut her mouth,” 
Bryan joked before break¬

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Millennials-aimed Vice adds TV channel to global lineup

NEW YORK (AP) — Vice Me¬ 
dia is adding a U.S. cable 
channel to its digital video 
empire os it tries to gain 
viewers in old as well as 
new media. 

The network, tentatively 
called “Viceland,” is “the 
next step in the evolution 
ot our brand and the first 
step in our global roll-out 
of networks around the 
world,” said Shone Smith, 
Vice co-founder and CEO, 
in a statement Tuesday. 
Viceland is expected to 
launch early next year, tak¬ 
ing over A+E’s H2 channel. 
It will be available in about 
70 million homes. 

Vice, based in the home 
of all-things-hip, Brooklyn, 
New York, caters to millen- 
nials — the 18-to-34-year- 
olds prized by advertisers. It 
was born as a print maga¬ 
zine in Montreal in 1994, 
and made its name with 
edgy, provocative online 
video. 

It dipped its toe in TV with 


a short-lived MTV series, 
“The Vice Guide to Every¬ 
thing,” that started in late 
2010. Then it struck a deal 
with HBO for a weekly news 
magazine that began in 

2013. That's grown into 
plans for a daily newscast 
on HBO and documenta¬ 
ries. 

There’s been a slew of old- 
media partnerships and 
investments: A movie deal 
with Fox in December of 

2014, although it hasn’t an- 
naunced any prajects yet. 
Shart videa on Verizon’s 
new go90 mobile video 
service. 

A Canadian TV netwark 
that’s planned to start in 
winter of 2016. A+E Net¬ 
works, which is owned by 
Disney and Hearst, last year 
bought a 10 percent stake 
in Vice. There are shows on 
European networks. 

That’s landed the compa¬ 
ny a $2.5 billion valuation as 
at its last raund of fundrais¬ 
ing, mare than year ago. 
According to CNBC, Smith 
said in October that Vice’s 
profit and revenue have 
been doubling every year.

Vice spokesman Jake 
Goldman said the com¬ 
pany was on track for $1 
billion in bookings this year, 
with an unspecified pcrtion 
of that producing revenue 
next year. 

Why daes Vice want ta be 
on TV? Smith told CNBC 
last month, “We want 
to be able to go to our 
brands and say we can do 
TV, we can do mobile, we 
can do OTT, we can do ev¬ 
erything.”

Live TV ratings have slid 
as viewers migrate online 
— watching Vice videcs 
an YouTube, for example.

CEO says ad-free 
CBS All Access for 
$10 is ‘very possible’ 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — CBS is contemplating offering 
its online service CBS All Access free of ads far $10 
a manth, a $4 surcharge that matches what online 
video service Hulu charges for stripping out commer¬ 
cials. 

CEO Les Maanves told analysts Tuesday “it’s a very 
possible thing for the future” to charge $9.99 for an 
ad-free version of the service. His statement, follow¬ 
ing the release of the company’s quarterly earnings, 
came just a day after CBS announced it would run a 
new “Star Trek” series exclusively on the online plat¬ 
form in 2017. 

Moonves said CBS All Access had its largest subscrib¬ 
er grcwth yet in September, helped by new shows, 
without specifying further. He called the service “a 
major priority” as yaung peaple’s viewing habits in¬ 
creasingly shift ta mobile devices and away tram ap- 
paintment viewing. 

The New York company said revenue fell 3 percent to 
$3.26 billion in the quarter through September, com¬ 
ing up short of the $3.27 billion expected by analysts 
polled by FactSet. It blamed fewer sporting events 
and the lack of an election for hurting ad revenue. 
Net income fell 74 percent to $426 million, or 88 cents 
per share, a decline largely cause by a ane-time 
revenue baost last year tram splitting off its outdoor 
billboard business. The earnings still topped estimates 
far 80 cents per share. 

Shares rase 3 percent, or $1.47, to $49.71 in after- 
hours trading after the results were released.^ 
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Americans Abroad Celebrate Holidays by Tweaking Tradition

In our global world, you 
can easily buy a Thanks¬ 
giving turkey for roasting in 
Dubai or Beijing or Tokyo. 
You can shop for Christ¬ 
mas trees in Bangkok, 
where stores play Christ¬ 


mas carols throughout 
December, a constant re¬ 
minder that Santa Claus 
can come to town even 
when you’re 8,000 miles 
from home. 

And yet, if you’re an Ameri¬ 
can family living overseas, 
the availability of these hol¬ 
iday touchstones doesn’t 
change the fact that 
you’re not really home for 
the holidays. 

November and December 
bring a bittersweet mash- 
up of holiday cheer and 
homesickness. 

Some families do fly back 
to the U.S. for the holidays. 
But that can be expensive 
and challenging, especial¬ 
ly with school-age kids. 
“During the first few years 
when our kids were young¬ 
er, we tried to travel back 
to the States to visit with 
our families,” says Melin- 
dah Bush, who lives with 
her husband and three 
children in Singapore. “But 


the cost is expensive. And 
jet lag with children eats up 
the first week of the holiday 
and our first week returning 
to Asia.” 

When going home isn’t a 
good option, how do fami¬ 
lies stay connected to their 
holiday traditions? 


Some Americans living in 
Asia share their strategies 
for making the season as 
cheerful as possible: 

EMBRACE ADVENTURE 

For Theresa Starta, the holi¬ 
days used to be easy. She 
and her husband, Dan, 
both grew up in the Pitts¬ 
burgh suburbs, and were 
used to seeing both sets 
of in-laws on major holi¬ 
days. They got stuffed hav¬ 
ing two Thanksgiving din¬ 
ners every year, but it was 
good: They had football on 
the TV, familiar dishes in the 
kitchen and loved ones all 
around. 

After they relocated to 
Dubai for Dan’s career, 
they flew home for several 
holidays with their two chil¬ 
dren. It’s about a 20-hour 
trip, with an 8-hour time 
shift. 

Then this year they moved 
to Shanghai, and the even 
longerChristmas flight 


home just wasn’t practical. 
So this Thanksgiving week¬ 
end, the family will deco¬ 
rate their Shanghai apart¬ 
ment with a tree and other 
decorations to connect 
with the Christmas spirit. 
Then, when school ends 
in late December, they’ll 


head off on a National 
Geographic adventure trip 
to Antarctica. 

Theresa says her kids will 
miss being home with rela¬ 
tives and friends. But their 
excitement at trekking 
around Antarctica sur¬ 
rounded by penguins is 
enough to keep the home¬ 
sickness at bay. 

BUILD A FAMILY OF FRIENDS 

Pam Hurd’s family, now 
based in Okinawa while 
her husband serves in the 
Marine Corps, takes a 
similar approach. Christ¬ 
mas has become syn¬ 
onymous with travel, and 
for the past three holiday 
seasons they’ve traveled 
with American friends who 
have become like a sec¬ 
ond family. 

“We are so looking forward 
to spending this Christ¬ 
mas in Singapore and 
Malaysia with our friends,” 
Hurd says. “We are there 


for 12 days and are call¬ 
ing it our ‘ 12 Days of Christ¬ 
mas.’” 

Like the Startas, in early 
December the Hurds kick 
off the season by putting 
up a small, artificial Christ- 
mastree and a few familiar 
decorations from home. 
Hurd plays Christmas songs 
and bakes cookies with the 
kids using family recipes, 
and they sometimes at¬ 
tend holiday events on the 
military base where they 
live. 

Then they’ll fly south, cele¬ 
brating Christmas at a Club 
Med in Singapore, with a 
visit to Malaysia’s Legoland 
theme park. 

After four years overseas, 
Hurd’s kids (now 8, 11 and 
13) have come to em¬ 
brace holidays on the road. 
They’ve hunted for Easter 
eggs in Taiwan, and worn 
their candy-cane Christ¬ 
mas pajamas everywhere 
from Hong Kong to Indone¬ 
sia. 

KEEP A FEW TRADITIONS 
GOING 

Creating new traditions is 
important for many Ameri¬ 
can expat families. Bush 
spent much of her child¬ 
hood in California, and her 
husband, Nathan, grew up 
in North Carolina, so their 
holidays in those warm 
places didn’t involve sled¬ 
ding or building snowmen. 
But they were filled with 
extended family. Thanks¬ 
giving turkeys in the oven 
and Christmas mornings at 
home. 

Now, in Singapore, they’ve 
kept their Thanksgiving tra¬ 
ditions going while discov¬ 
ering new ones during pot- 
luck suppers with friends. 
“We and our American 
friends make the tradi¬ 
tional foods like turkey, 
stuffing, sweet potatoes, 
green-bean casserole and 
pumpkin pie,” Melindah 
says. “We also invite our 
non-American friends to 
join and share their tradi¬ 
tional foods. 

So we have had Chinese 
and Asian friends bring 
noodles and dumplings. 
Scandinavian friends have 
brought various appetizers 


— often herring. Our Aussie 
friends make pavlova, and 
British friends bring a variety 
of salads and breads.” 
Theresa Starta did the 
same in Dubai last year on 
Thanksgiving; guests came 
into the kitchen to see the 
perfectly roasted turkey 
emerge from the oven, 
and she explained a bit 
about each dish. She told 
her international friends 
that green-bean casserole 
is “sort of like everybody’s 
crazy uncle who has to 
be there,” but most family 
members don’t really want 
to have any. 

She loves “the giving as¬ 
pect of preparing this meal 
for somebody who’s never 
had it before,” and was de¬ 
lighted to find that the cas¬ 
serole, of all things, turned 
out to be the group’s fa¬ 
vorite: “Everybody came 
back for seconds.” 

DON’T TRY TO REPLICATE 
THE PAST 

Lauri Barrett’s childhood 
memories of holidays in 
New Hampshire are Christ- 
mas-card perfect: lots of 
snow-covered pine trees 
and holiday lights twinkling 
in the chilly air. 

But she’s learned that trying 
to replicate those memo¬ 
ries with her very global 
family (her husband, Lin¬ 
coln, is from New Zealand, 
and they are raising their 
9-year-old daughters, both 
adopted from China, in 
Thailand) just doesn’t work. 
“If you try to recreate it, it’s 
just going to fall short,” she 
says. 

“You have to make it differ¬ 
ent, so you don’t have that 
nostalgia.”
